1 . Applicant hereby petitions for the revival of tliis application. 

2 . Nature of the Abandonment 

In the communication from the PTO mailed December 11, 2007, it was noted that this application is 
abandoned for failure to pay the issue fee within the 3 month period from the date of the notice of 
allowance required by 37 CF.R. § 1.316 (i.e., by November 16, 2007).
